The writer has a soft place in his 
heart for old) Woburn, where in the old 
red sehool-house, now standing as a 
dwelling at the head of Chureh street, 
he took many lessons in the three R's, 
and studied Grammar before the Colonel 
came into the field.

Lyceum Hall, but then an imposing 
opposite to Young's stable and Cy. 
Fowle’s oyster shop—he set his first type 
in the ling he still follows, on 
Woburn’s first newspaper, “The Sentinel 
and Middlesex Advertiser,” a Whig organ 
which labored for the election of the 
first Harrison.

Why 
are women unrensonable in demanding 
a voice respecting the expenditure of 
money that is paid by them for public 
taxes? §* Women must not talk politics,” 
suid Napoleon to Mme, de Stiel. 
“Yes; but in a country where women 
are beheaded, they wish to know the 
reason why,” she said; and the women 
are going to know the reason why.

Journalism in Australia, 

As affording a notion of the con- 
ditions of Australian life, the news- 
papers of that region are exception- 
alty valuable; for, especially in their 
weekly editions, they are simply en 
cyclopedic, The stranger at onco, in his 
ignorance, takesan Australian weekly 
to be intended for use far out in the 
country, at lonely “stations,” by men 
who find time, onee in a while, to ad 
just all thew relations to the universe 
at one long sitting. The reader of 
such a weekly actsas a sort of father 
confessor, while the editor spreads out 
before him a general confession of all 
the sins of mankind, from Melbourne 
horse races to Kuropean complications, 
in well classified order and in very 
good language. All the Australian 
colonies are represented in the weekly 
general summaries; two or three se- 
rial novels run their even courses in 
the few columns allotted to each; the 
endless list of colonial sports, races, 
cricket matches, football games, is 
duly set forth; letters from New York, 
London, Paris, together with pages of 
telegraphic foreign material, prevent 
the colonial reader from being too 
much absorbed in home affairs, while 
these home affairs are treated in 
lengthy political summaries, in long 
editorials, in shorter editorial notes, 
in correspondence. 

Meanwhile practical interests are 
not forgotten. The farm, the vine- 
yard, cattle raising and mining are 
discussed at length by experts. Games, 
puzzles, essays, ‘book reviews, gossip, 
close the solid feast of some thirty 
large closely printed five column 
pages of actual text (exclusive of the 
advertisements). Most of our terrible 
Sunday papers are far outdone as to 
quantity of matter and on the whole 
as to quality of matteras well, None 
of our weeklies can rival these in ency- 
clopedic character, in well edited, 
many sided variety of appeal, joined, 
as is here the case, with excellence 
of workmanship. The only objection 
that our own badly spoiled newspaper 
reader would make would be that all 
this was too dry for him and too vast. 
For my own part, since my return 
from Australia, I have been taking 
one of these fine weeklies regularly, 
and reading, not all of it, but as much 
as I desired and with no little profit. 
I know no better means to become ac- 
quainted with the drift and the forces 
of Australasian life. —Atlantic Month-

All About Preumonta. 

Netter has written quite an exhaus- 
tivearficle on the subject of pneumo- 
nia, in which he reviews the epidem- 
ics of that disease which have been 
recorded. He draws the following 
conclusions: Pneumonia is a conta 
gious disease, and the essential germs 
can be communicated, not only direet- 
ly from an infected person others 
broughtin contact with him, byt they 
can be transmitted through @& third 
person, They can, also, as in the case 
of scarlet fever and measles, be con- 
veyed in clothing and in many other 
articles such as are found in the sick 
room, They are diffusible in the air, 
but one must coine within ten feet of 
a patient in order to be within range 
of infection, 

The pneumonia germs are quite long 
lived. How they remain capable of 
doing their work has never been de- 
termined, but three years is set as the 
extreme limit. Pneumonia is ‘catch 
ing” at any time during its entire 
course, and even after recovery. 
Where a person is exposed to the dis- 
‘ase and becomes infected by the 
germs of it, the first symptoms, as a 
rule, appear between the fifth and 
seventh day but exceptional cases are 
many, and an infected person may be 
taken down with the disease the see- 
ond or third day after exposure, or he 
may carry it about with him for near 
ly three weeks before it breaks out. 

A person who has once had the dis- 
ease retains for years a liability tohave 
other attacks, for the germs of it re- 
main with him and may be found in 
his saliva. Hence, such a person is 
not only dangerous to anal f, but to 
others with whom he is brought in 
immediate contact. It is held that this 
in part explains recurring epidemics 
in certain families, and, also, while 
the same person frequently suffers 
from severe attacks chy his life- 
time. Considering the fact, now 
clearly evident, that pneumonia is a 
contagious disease, the proper precau- 
tions uguinst infection, should of 
course, be taken, 

It is true that this disease is not 
nearly so contagious as the most of the 
other diseases of the same character, 
but itis enough so to warrant a cer: 
tain amount of care. A patient ill 
with pneumonia need not be held so 
dangerous that a rigid quarantine 
must needs be established, but those 
who are brought in contact with him 
should use a reasonable amount of 
caution—not ‘take his breath,” ete. 
Perfect ventilation is alike important 
to them and tothe patient. Handker 
chiefs and the like should be thorough- 
ly disinfected, and if a “spit cup” is 
used, it should always contain some 
disinfectant to destroy the germs in 
the sputa.—Boston Herald.

An Object«Lesson, 

The women of Delaware have again 
failed in their effort to get the age of 
protection for girls raised higher than 
seven years, at which, 
of the State, it now stands. The Legis- 
lature has passed a bill that any person 
who harbors girl under fifteen for 
immoral purposes, or Causes one to be 
harbored, any proprietor of a 
disreputable house who employs a girl 
under fifteen in the house in any capacity, 
shall be deemed guilty of ‘a misde- 
meanor.”’ ‘Che maximum penalty is a 
fine of a thousand dollars, or seven 
years imprisonment, or both, ‘This 
good us far as it goes; but the penalty 
may be as much lighter than this as 
the court even to a fine of a 
dollar, or one day’s imprisonment, A 
mipimum should be well asa 
maximum. Meanwhile, in cases of us- 
suult, the offender may still plead the 
consent’ of seven years old child as 
his sufficient defence. The statute on 
this point remains as before, without 
amendment or repeal. 

Now here is an object-lessou that 
ought tomake the dullest 
the need of womun suffrage. Mor years 
the best of Delaware have 
been trying to secure the amendment of 
this moustrous law. Ttis a law not only 
so wicked, but soabsurd, that foreigners 
cau hardly believe in’ its existence. 
France is notorious for its low standard 
of morals; but La Citoyenne quotes the 
Delaware statute with astonishment 
and indignation, Tt asks, if a littl girl 
is regarded capable of consenting in- 
telligently to) her own rain at

He Never Painted from Nature Becanse, 
lie Said, “Nature Does Not Pose.” 

I once said to him that he must 
have a remarkable memory to be able 
to work, as was his wont, without nw 
ture before him. He replied that in 
that sense he had not, but that which 
touched his heart he retained 

In regard to working from nature 
Millet once said tome, “Lean say | 
have never painted (or worked) from 
nature; and gave as his reason, ‘nw 
ture does not pose.” 1 would like this 
to be clearly understood; Millet had 
well weighed his words in stating 
that he had never worked from na- 
ture, This was without reference to 
his student days when he drew and 
yainted like others from the model, 
But from the beginning of his produe- 
tion of pictures he seems to have 
recognized the fact that ‘nature docs 
not pose.” Always looking upon her 
as animate—moving and living—he 
recorded by the most simple means 
the stable facts observed during na- 
ture’s transitions, With the excep- 
tion of several painted studies of his 
wirental home, and of other places 
dear to his childhood memories, which 
were in fact pictures in every senso, 
well composed and effective in light 
and tints, drawn probably from na- 
ture, but painted more from memory, 
Lhave never seen any work from na- 
ture of Millet’s that was not memo- 
randum like in character, indicating 
by outline and shadow the iets 
contour; accenting here and there a 
prominent or important muscle, or 
some particular form which he would 
find to be the key to the expression of 
the form or action which He sought. 
Almost all other painters have left us 
studies elaborately wrought out either 
in color orin chalk, surpassing even in 
detail and research the parts in the 
picture for which these studies were 
used, 

Upon my first visit to Millet he 
took from his pocket asketch book 
about two and a half by three and a 
half inches in size, und showed me 
upon one of these little pages his 
studies for the wheat vicks, which 
were the principal objects in his pic- 
ture called ‘‘Winter.” This sketch, 
like many others of the same charac- 
ter, Was a masterpiece; every line was 
vital, the sinking and bulging of the 
ricks showing the effect of storm and 
weather. But the absolute modeling 
in light and shade, the texture of the 
straw, ete., was not uttempted. This 
the artist supplied in his painting— 
not by more elaborate drawings or 
studies in color, but by his knowledge 
and memory, and by the observation 
of other wheat ricks under similar ef- 
fects as those presented in his picture, 

Some of his landscape studies in 
outline with pen and ink were the ex- 
act record of proportion and construc- 
tion, resembling rather the work of a 
topographical engineer, The other 
qualities of the landscape were too 
fleeting. He had copied all that would 
pose for him, as with the ricks; his 
memory and knowledge supplied the 
rest.—Wyatt Eaton in The Century.

A Horse Hair Snake,

post, which still survivesin Delaware, 
did not go out of fashion in England 
until the close of the lust century, On 
May 5, 1718, the corporation of Don- 
caster directed that a whipping post be 
set up for punishing vagrants and 
sturdy beggars.

cluded such items as arresting a dis 
tracted woman, watching her and the 
fee for haying lier whipped. Whip- 
ding at the cart’s tail, as provided for 
Ey the statuteof Heury VILL, went out 
of use in 1596, when the whipping 
post was substituted for the earlier

Board of Trade. 


A well attended meeting of the Board 
of ‘Trade was held at the rooms last 
Tuesday evening, at which, in the 
absence of Chairman E. S$. Burgess of 
the Executive Committee, Mr. George 
Buchanan, President of the Board, 
presided. Mr. F. IH. Lewis, the See- 
retary, was at his desk «s usual. 

Mr. J. B. MeDonald, Chairman, 
made a report of progress for the Com- 
mittee on additional industries for this 
city and submitted some encouraging 
statements and arguments on the sub- 
ject. He portrayed the beneficial re- 
sults which would flow from the intro- 
duction of the proposed shoe factory 
here, and stated what he believed to be 
the duty of our capitalists in the prem- 
ises Messrs. Skinner, Buchanan, 
Hall and Lewis purticipated in the dis- 
cussion of this subject, on which there 
was not a single dissenting opinion. 

The special Railroad Committee re- 
counted the work done by them in behalf 
of better passenger transportation for 
this city, and submitted practical sug- 
gestions for the course of the Board.

Park street, on Boston Common, stands 
the first GInkco tree that was ever im- 
ported into this SoU and the only 
one that was in it until a few years ago 
when two of its offshoots were planted 
further down the Common where they 
have become sturdy rivals of the parent 
stem. All the trees on Boston Common 
are labelled, so to speak, and this one 
bears on a metal sign its name, ete., and 
"18—,"" showing beyond controversy that 
the City Forester, when he labelled it,

This singular tree, when quite young, | 
was imported from Asia by Gardiner 
Green and set out on the grounds sur- 


rounding his residence which stood just 
beyond, (towards Tremont. street), the 
yresent site of Austin & Stone’s Dime 
Museum on ‘Tremont Row, formerly 
Scolly Square. This curious exotic 
flourished as bravely in its new home as 
though its roots had been planted in and 
were nourished by their own native soil, 
and it soon became an object of curious

Sheldon 
declined the offer being fearful as to the 
results of such a venture in the insurance 
line, whereupon the authorities employed 
him to take up and reset the tree on the 
spot where it now stands and has grown 
and prospered for the last 54 years. 

Mr. Waterman Brown of this city, a 
trusted employee of the Boston & Lowell | 
Railroad Company from the day on 
which ground for their road was broken 
to the present time, who is now over 71 
years old, was one of Mr. Sheldon's 
drivers, and the one who aided in digging 
up the Ginkco on the Gardiner

The effect 
of morphine is, of course, to paralyze 
the action of the respiratory center; 
picrotoxin, on the contrary, when 
given in small doses, increases such 
action. Thus the two drugs act in a 
directly opposite way. 

An overdose of morphine produces 
paralysis of the respiratory organs; 
picrotoxin prevents such paralysis; 
therefore picrotoxin is likely to be of 
great use in cases of poisoning from 
morphine. 

Diminution of the pressure of the 
blood ensues upon an overdose of mor- 
phine; but picrotoxin counteracts such 
effects by stimulating the vaso _con- 
strictor center of themedulla, These 
two agents again have an entirely op- 
posite effect upon the cerebral hemi- 
spheres. 

Up till now the only antidote to 
morphine known has been atropine, 
but it cannot be administered in large 
doses, and it is therefore necessary to 
discover some other antidote if possi- 
ble. Professor Bokai considers that 
picrotoxin may be useful as a sub- 
stitute for preparation of nux vomica, 
He even considers that its use will be

Postage Stamp Curiosities.

I tell you the life of a stamp 
collector isn’t unlike that of Tanta-

There isn’t much doing politically at 
the Hub or elsewhere in the State just

The above brief s.eteh of the life of 
one of Woburn’s most highly esteemed 
citizens, which appeared im the Boston 
Herald of date named, was ac- 
companied by an excellent likeness 
which the JouRNAL would have produced 
had it been practicable to do so. Mr. 
Winn has hosts of friends not only in 
Woburn, Burlington, Lexington and Bed- 
ford (the last three constituted his Repre- 
seutative District) but all over the State 
who wil peruse the Herald's biographical 


sketch and view the portrait of ou 
venerable fellow-citizen with emotions 
of pleasure, 

Mr. Winn did much to promote the 


interests of Woburn while doing eflicient 
and honorable work in the General 
Court, which favors were duly ae- 
knowledged at the time and have never 
been forgotten since. Not a few of our 
older citizens will remeimbér the nature 
of services which the venerable and 
worthy subjeet of this notice rendered 


Woburn, and legislative records will 
fully corroborate their testimony. 
To illustrate: in 1850, the Medford 


Turnpike Corporation having previously 
surrendered their charter, the citizens of 
Medford and Somerville procured a bill 
to be introduced into the General Court 
tu compel Woburn, Winchester, Burling- 
ton and Wilmington to contribute to the 


expense of maintaining the turnpike, 
which would have done those towns 
great injustice aud placed a heavy 


burden on their shoulders if the measure 
had succeeded, On the third reading of 
the bill Mr. Winn offered the following 
minendinent to it which he carried by a 


large majority and the towns named 
were saved a great annual expense in 
keeping up the turnpike: ‘ Phat) the 
Qounty Commissioners of Middlesex 
County proceed to lay out the al 
bLurnpike as #& County road, under the 


general statutes of the Commonwealth, 


Again when Winchester was incor- 
porated Mr, Wiun did Woburn a good

DOCTORS’ PLATITUDES. 


Wow They Cajole, Humor, Mystify and 
Relieve Their Patients. 

“Tilness is always serious,” is one 
lof the stock phrases of the business 
|like doctor, ‘Persevere with the 
medicine,” is a stock remark worth 
several hundred a year to some men 
we know, The “professional air” 
which is now acquired requires a 
genius to originate, but it is easy 
enough to affect it, The Abel Drug- 
gers are dying the death. The public 
nowadays objects to being made ill 
and, as arule, in the better class o 
practices, medicines are either sup: 
plied free of charge, or prescriptions 
are written; but generally the people 
in the middle ranks of life who em- 
ploy the general sag ch ely object 
to go toa chemist for medicines; con- 
sequently the drugs are dispensed by 
the doctor. We fear that many of the 
most successful of general practition- 
ers owe their position simply to their 
proficiency in the art of pleasing. 

“IT never contradict a patient,” one 
of the most astute of our friends used 
to remark. Curious are the expe- 
riences on this head; we will give a 
case in point. Mrs, A. came regular: 
ly to the surgery of a professional 
friend; her disorder was chronic. In 
sober truth, she simply fancied that 
her skin was too tight for her. For 
months the bi-weekly consultations 
continued, The practitioner was 
aware that the lady was a malade im- 
aginaire, and he rang the changes on 
tonics and placebos. They did no 
harm; he argued they might do good 
by their effect on the mind. At length 
our friend’s conscience began to prick 
him. He hemmed, he hawed; at last 
he told Mrs. A. in polite language that 
she had nothing the matter with her, 
Mrs. A. rose indignant. ‘‘And have 
you been physicking me all this time 
if nothing was the matter?” Mrs, A, 
left ina rage, and, walking straight 
to another practitioner in the neigh- 
borhaod, she explained to him that 
our friend ‘did not understand her 
constitution ;” in fine, that he had com- 
mitted the crowning sin of telling her 
that she had no disorder. The rival 
practitioner was a wise man, He sym- 
pathized, he prescribed, he is possibly 
prescribing still, and still, probably, 
the unfortunate lady suffers from the 
skin, which is too tight. This is no 
histoire pour rire; it is a solemn fact. 

One of the most tradesmen like prac- 
titioners we know, in defending what 
we fear can only be called charlatan- 
ism, remarks: ‘They likeit, sir. They 
will have it.” This practitioner al- 
ways uses the stethoscope, and takes 
the patient’s pulse with a sphygmo- 

raph; he has the reputation among 
bis numerous patients of being a very 
scientific man; he has a large and 
wealthy connection in a fashionable 
suburb. Really his ignorance is crass, 
Many general practitioners seek to 
dazzle their patients by a dashing 


turnout, an affectation of hurry and 
bustle. One eminent accoucheur is 
said to have actually driven himself 
into practice. He was known to his 
confreres as ‘Jehu. He affected a 
yellow brougham and a puair of car- 
riage dogs; he drove with jobbed 
horses at a rate of about fourteen 
miles an hour; he soon became talked 
of, and dieda rich man. The clever 
»ractitioner never ‘lingers,’ he makes 
1imself desired, and lets the patient 
conclude that his moments are pre- 
cious. As arule, in general practice 
the patient is never told he has noth- 
ing the matter with him. ‘tHe must 


be ill or he wouldn’t come to me” is 
the natural sophistry of the general 
practitioner. He is probably right; for 
there is something consoling to the 
generality of people in the mere seeing 
of a doctor. As arule, the general 
practitioner, ifan honest man, succeeds 
In gaining his patient’s confidence.— 
Saturday Review.

WHY A GABLE BREAKS. 


| The Noelicate Instramenta Used to Ascer- 
tain the Locality of the Breach. 
When the Ponyer-Quertier, a French 
steamer built expressly for laying ocean 
cables, was in Boston harbor, many 


pleasurs seckers, as well as news 
ete boarded her, intent upon 
earning something about cables and 


men who care for them, One inquir- 
ing person buttonholed the first offi- 
cer and plied him with questions. 

“How do you know, when the cable 
lies way out in mid-ocean, when you 
have to repair a break?” 

“Oh, that’s easily explained. Deep- 
ly buried as these cables are beneath 
the trackless level of the ocean’s sur 
face, the exact path in which each 
one of them lies is well known by 
series of chart indications which were 


| made at the time of their construction, 


By means of computations based upon 
these sources of information a captain 
can guide his vessel to any spot along 
the line in mid-ocean, where no guide 
sek but the lights of heaven exist, and 
know of a certainty that he is with- 
in a very short distance of a point di- 
rectly over the cumbent cable hun- 
dreds of fathoms below.” 

“You said a little while ago that if 
there wasa break in the cable between 
Cape Ann and Ireland that the ap- 
yatta’ position of the break could 
98 ascertained by the operator at Can- 
so. Now, how could he tell anything 
about it except that communication 
was stopped?” 

“Well, it isone of the marvelous 
things in modern invention that he is 
able to accomplish this. The delicate 
instrument called the galyanometer 
will tell him, in the space of a very 
few seconds, at what spot in the hun- 
dreds of miles length of cable, down 
along the dark recesses of the ocean’s 
bed, the accident to the wire has oc- 
curred, The acuteness of the instru- 
ment lies simply in its ability to reg- 
ister with unfailing accuracy the 
amount of resistance the unbroken 
wire gives. With this information, 
and knowing already the other con- 
ditions of the size of the wire and the 
amount of its resistance per mile, the 
operator can calculate the distance 
from the station at which the break 
has occurred, If there should be two 
breaks he, of course, can give infor- 
mation regarding the first one only, 
since the electric connection is stopped 
there. If the operator at the outer end 
should make a similar test of his un- 
broken portion, and it should be 
found, upon comparing the two re- 
sults, through some other perfect 
cable that they did not supplemont 
each other's distances, then it would 
be evident that there were at least two 
breaks, at a known distance from each 
other. Such instances have not oc- 
curred, however.”—New York Star.

Increase of Storms and Floods, 

The Northwestern Railroader puts 
forth a novel theory to account for an 
alleged increase of storms and floods 
in these latter years. It says that there 
are more than 80,000 locomotives in 
use in North America, and that the 
vapor from these sent out into the at- 
mosphere each week will measure 
more than 50,000,000,000 cubie yards, 
which must be returned as rain; or 
7,000,000,000 cubie yards a day—quite 


enough to produce rainfall every 
twenty-four hours. Other non-con- 


densing steam engines add eight times 
as much more, so that the total mass 
of vapor discharged into the atmos 
phere must be each week more than 
470,000,000,000 cubie yards. 


Compressed Air, 

The largest compressed air estab- 
lishment in the world is at Paris. It 
has a plant with 5,000 horse power. 
Begun in 1881 to distribute the power 
for the driving of pneumatic Aetts 
it was not jong before it was discover- 
ed that the air could be prolitably used 
for two other purposes—to distribute 
motive power to manufacturers by 
day vl to produce electricity for 
lighting by night. The works, which 
are on the heights of Belleville, on 
the edge of the city, now occupy an 
area of 107,500 square feet, or two and 
a half acres, two-fifths of which is 
covered with buildings.—New York 
Telegram.

taken to her mother’s home on Shawmut 


Avenue, Boston, and those of Miss 
Croucher to Stoughton, where her only 
brother resides, for interment. 

Miss Parr was only 21 years old. She 
had recently graduated from the New 


England Conservatory of Music, and was 
a young lady gifted with rare musical 
talents which had been thoroughly 
cultivated, As a member of a German 
Concert Company she had travelled in 
foreign countries including a professional 
tour of Australia, Mr. Fred H, Rogers, 
clerk in the First National Bank in this 
city, was a cousin of hers, we believe. 
Miss Croucher was assistant house- 
keeper at the Tremont louse, Boston, 


and was 27 yeark old, She had but few |

such a condition, there being no_ side 
walk or gutter on either street, Main, 
Chestnut or Kilby, [ petitioned the 


County Commissioners, wider whose con- 


trol it then was, to straighten Main 
street between Chestnut and Kilby 
streets. The Commissioners informed 


me that I did not ask enough, but should 
have said from the south side of Chest- 
nut to the north side of Kilby street. I 
was induced by prominent citizens of the 
town to petition for the straightening of 
Main street from Church street to New 
Boston street, making the same 60 feet 
wide, many of them saying they would 
sign & petition to make it that width 
from Winchester to North Woburn, That 
petition was signed by about thirty per- 
sons, all signing whom I asked 
two or three, 

The Commissioners came here and ex- 
amined the premises, sent their en- 
gineer and surveyed the line which they 
thought proper to make. They gave a 
hearing later and there was but little 
opposition, this appearing from residents 
of Kilby street and two or three abutters 
on Main street. The Commissioners then 
sent their engineers to accurately survey 
and make a plot and locating the build- 
ings on both sides of Main Street. The 
next visit of the Commissioners, without 
having any information of what was be- 
ing done in opposition, established a 
boundary in accordance with the survey. 
At the new hearing there was a_ large 
attendance, very few of the petitioners 
were present as they supposed it was 
practically settled, but those who were 
present were surprised to be met by 
threw lawyers to oppose it. Pending the 
investigation by the Commissioners the 
town of Woburn voted to become a city, 
They then saw that by leaving it to the 
City Council it would relieve the County 
of any expense that might attend it, and 
they of any responsibility. 

The Commissioners previously decided 
unauimously that it was a public benefit 
and ought to be made.

English ladies against woman suffrage, 
in the Nineteenth Century, has led to 
an almost overwhelming pressure upon 
the Fortnightly Review, which opened 
its columus to siguatures on the other 
side.  ‘*Withiu a few days more than 


all ranks and classes were received and 
it becume necessury to restrain the is- 
sue circulars.” 

From amoug the two thousand names 
received, about six hundred were se- 
lected for publication, These are 
classified. (1) the general list, inelud- 
ing a number of Countesses aud other 
Judies of title. (2) Wives of clergymen 
and church diguitaries, including the 
wives of the Archbishop of Canterbury 
aud Archbishop of York. (8) Official 
list, including 81 Indies who are poor- 
law guardiaus and 23 who are mem- 
bers of school boards, (4) Education, 
including the Principals of Girton and 
Newnham Colleges, more than 60 head 
mistresses of high schools, university 
lecturers and tutors, a large uuimber of 
university graduates and more than 
100 teachers, while the name of 200 
more teachers were crowded out. (5) 
Phyiscians, headed by Dr. Garrett 
Anderson and Dr, Elizabeth Black- 
well. (6) Socials and philanthropic 
workers. (7) Literature, including 
Miss Amelia B. HKdwards, Mrs. Rich- 
mond Ritchu, (Miss Thackeray), Miss 
Olive Schreiner, Mrs. Emily Pfeiffer 
and Miss Frances Power Cobbe. (8) 
Artand music, (9) Land owners, 
women engaged in business, and work- 
ing women, the latter represented by 


the secretaries of nine women’s trade 
societies, aud 184 individual women 
artisans. 


The list of ladies in favor of woman 
suffrage is more representatve than the 
list of those opposed as well as much 
larger. ‘The Nineteenth Century is 
collecting « supplementary list of op- 
ponents and las obtained the siguatures 
of Miss Genevieve Ward. The whole 
matter has stirred up « vigorous discus- 
sion and is dving much good, 


The coustitutional conventions for 
the new states still in session aud 
what action they will take ia regard to 
woinno suffrage is not yet known, 

In Washington Territory, a State 
Woman Suffrage Association was or- 
ganized just’ before the constitutional 
convention assembled and a strong ef- 
fort will be made to have equal rights 
incorporated in the constitution. The 
committee that has been appointed on 
representation aud elections is said, 
however, to contain # majority of op- 
ponents. Inthe North Dukota con- 
vention, the majority of the committee 
on elective franchise are friendly. In 
Idaho, fear the Mormons is the 
great obstacle, the Wyoming papers, 
so far as we have seen, are practically 
uopanimous that woman suffrage should 
be incorporated in the constitution. 
The Massachusetts remonustrants have 
sent out to the territories anonymous 
documents in opposition to equal rights 
and will do their best, as usual, to 
make things lively.

Lumber in the Long Ago. | 


Lumber figures now and during the 
war furnish a wide difference. Then 
the highest figure received for rough 
flooring boards, eight inches and up- 
wards in width, was $438, and for com- 
mon and dimension $40, For very 
long lengths I received as high as $50 
and $60 per 1,000 feet. I remember 
furnishing the Ohio and Misisssippi 
railroad with 400 car loads of material 
in 1865 at $42 per M. There was no 
inspection or grading in those days, 
everything being sold straight meas- 
ure. The first lamber brought to this 
market from other states was as early 
as seventy years ago, coming from the 
Allegheny regious of Pennsylvania- 
Pittsburg lumber continued to find a 
market here until 1858, when the com- 
pet.tion of up river lumber cut it off, 
A portable mill brought to Missouri 
by me in 1858 is still turning out from 
6,000 to 8,000 feet of lumber daily.— 
St. Louis Globe-Democrat. |

A clever and an experienced writer 
in The Fortnightly Review thus mor- 
alizes on the trade of author: 
Cynicism? Ah, no; despondent reali- 
zation of economic law, These are the 
conditions under which alone the au 
thor by trade necessarily lives, But 
do you think he likes them? Ineredi- 
ble! Impossible! For the author, too, 
has had his day of illusion, you may 
be sure, There was once atime, long, 
long ago, when he thought he might 
BAY what lay nearest his own heart; 
might speak out to the world for good 
or for evil, the truth that was in him. 
Never mind whether the truth was 
worth speaking or not; to him at least 
it was all important. Hard experience 
alone has knocked all that out of him, 
And to the end, for the most part, he 
kicks against the pricks. He hates the 
sordid, squalid necessity for earning 
his bread by lowering himself to the 
tastes of the public he must needs 
serve with its daily literature. Slowly 
and painfully he learns to take his 
place beside the maker of hats and the 
importer of latest Paris fashions, as a 
unit in a trade that lives by pleasing. 
Perhaps pot boiling is his true fune- 
tion in life, but he atany rate must 
have other ideals and other interests. 

For the author has usually aims and 
aspirations and theories of his own. 
The very ability which enables him to 
spin words into pretty phrases that 
take the editorial mind by their 
freshness, implies as a rule tastes, 
feelings and sympathies above the 
common, If he could, he would 
gladly say what he has deepest and 
most earnest within him, He would 
rive the people of his best. But when 
he tries it on, the people too often 
turn it over listlessly at the railway 
book stalls, and say with a yawn, ‘We 
prefer his shilling shockers, thank 
you.’ And most of us have tried it 
on, every now and again, We have 
listened, as advised, to the intuitions 
of our inspired genius. The publish- 
ers, to be sure, looked askance at our 
work; they shook their capitalist 
heads ominously. Never mind; we 
havea few hundreds of our own laid 
by—the spoils of the Philistines from 
those shockers aforesaid; let us pub- 
lish at our own risk and expense. 
‘Sdeath, we'll print it. Alas, alas, 
how flat that work fell, in which we 
tried to elevate the taste or improve 
the morals or intellect of the public! 
The public chose rather to keep its 
taste and morals at its own dull level. 

A loss or two of this sort soon 
taught us wisdom. We accepted our 
true place in the world. We boiled 
the pot, if not cheerfully, yet resign- 
edly. We began to feél the pulse of 
the market. Most of us never quite 
succeed in catching it, to be sure; that 

ulse is So capricious—or we ourselves 

fave such incentive finger ends—that 
we fail exactly to synchronize some- 
how with its erratic movements, But 
we get near enough to make both ends 
meet approximately. That modest 
result amply sutlices for the average 
ruck of a five worked but eminently 
humble and contented profession, 

The fact is, as the world is consti- 
tuted, to say outin full what you ac- 
tually think about anything jis fatal. 
You must write always with one eye 
askew upon 10,000 foolish popular pre-

SWORDFISk KILLING 


How It Te Carried Ow by the Miock Tal: 
and and Conneetiont Mariners, 

There is both money and fun in 
sword fishing. A few years ago few 
fished for the big, wily, wieked and 
solitary pirate fish of the ocean; then 
smacksmen chased him in their swift 
eraft for the sport the novel eruise af- 
forded to idlers at summer resorts, 
who paid #1 a head to see the fisher 
men stand up to a swordfish and stick 
a harpoon into him. Finally, sinee 
the dietary merits of broiled swordfish 
were recognized, swordfishing became 
a steady and lucrative vocation, 

New London, Stonington and espe 
cially Block island are the home of 
swordfishmen, To open the sword 
fishing season itis iecessary only for 
asmacksman to fix aboard walk up to 
the end of his bowsprit, where a little 
cage is erected for the harpooner to 
stand in and lash along tailed harpoon 
along the side of the bowsprit; then he 
is ready to cruise, He sails right out 
toward the Gulf stream, twenty, thir 
ty or forty miles, near whose tepid 
water the swordlish loves to float laz- 
ily near the surface, his dorsal fin just 
showing above and cutting the water 
like the coulter of asod plow. The 
smack swims smoothly up to the fin 
and the harpooner drives his long han- 
dled trident into the big fish. To the 
end of the spar is attached by a strong 
cord a floating bouy, which the har- 
pooner lets go overboard as soon as he 
strikes the fish, No sooner does the 
fish feel the cold steel in his vitals than 
he is off in a furious rush into the wide 
ocean, dragging along the buoy, 
which points out to the fisherman 
the course he is taking, The smacks- 
men sail after the fish until he tires 
himself out; then they will kill him 
at their leisure, lift him aboard, and 
go cruising for more game. 

A smitten swordfish does not al- 
ways die ignominiously, and when the 
notion pops into his head, as it fre 
quently does, that he will make it live- 
ly for the enemy, he is an ugly antag- 
onist. Twice last summer wounded 
swordfish drove their long, sharp 
swords clean through the sides of 
smacks; and in one instance the vessel] 
barely escaped going the bottom, the 
sea pour in through the broken 
planks. In another instance a_ big 
swordfish towed a smack several 
miles, the harpoon line being fastened 
to the vessel.—New York Sun.

Jewels That Are Glass, 

Most of the world’s beads are Venoe- 
tian, In the island of Muranoa thou- 
sand workmen are deyoted to this 
branch. The first process is to draw 
the glass into tubes of the diameter of 
the proposed bead. Tfor this purpose 
the glass house at Murano has a 
kind of rope walk gallery 150 feet 
long. By gathering yarious colors 
from different pots and twisting them 
into ome mass many combinations of 
color are mado, The tubes are caro- 


} fully sorted by diameters and chipped 


into fragments of uniform size. These 
pieces are stirred in a mixture of 
sand and ashes which fills the holes 
and prevents the sides from closing 
together when they are heated. They 
are next placed ina kind of frying 
pan, constantly stirred over a fire 
until the edges are rounded into a 
globular form. When cool they are 
shaken in one set of sieves until the 
ashes are separated, and in another 
series of sieves until they are perfect 
ly sorted by siz Then they are 


threaded by childr sn, tied in bundles, 


and exported to the ends of the earth.

LABOR TROUBLES, 

The large Dow tanning establishment 
quit work nearly a week ago. It was 
preceded by « cutdown of wages and 
strike at Eustace Cummings & Co's, 
and as a consequence a large number 
of men were out of employment. 

Various rumors as to the cause of 
closing the doors of the Dow establish- 
ment were afloat in this community. 
One story was that private family affairs 
were at the bottom of it; another that 
the company were desirous of getting 
shut of some costly help and resorted 
to this plan to accomplish that end; 
still that it was done in defi- 
ance to a meeting held a few days be- 
fore and the radical made 
thereat. On ‘Tuesday a representative 
of the JourNAL undertook to interview 
a member of the Dow firm but as us- 
ual got no satisfaction, The represen- 
tative was not in the least disappointed 
at his failure. ‘Che member of the firm 
approached by the Journan man said 
he knew absolutely nothing of the rea- 
son for the shutdown, what it meant, 
or when, if ever, the concern would re- 
sume business. 

The next morning (Wednesday) the 
old crew were offered the privilege of 
returning to work at a considerable re- 
duction of wages and many of them 
accepted the conditions as the best 
thing they could do aud went to work. 

Matters at the Cummings factory re- 
main about as they were, except, it is 
suid, the proprietors are not us open to 
au compromise as they were before the 
labor meeting last week ‘Thursday. 
What it will all amount to nobody cer- 
tainly knows but if both sides will only 
make reasonable and a 
spirit of conciliation is cultivated, there 
used be no labor troubles ip 
this city now or hereafter.

A HEROINE OF THE OCEAN, 


How Mra, Clark Conquered the Ship's 
Assailants and Saved Her Moaband, 


Byram, a little stream 
the states of Connecti 
eut and New York, is the village of 
Port Chester. In a pretty cottage re 
sides a woman of unassuming man 
ners, Whose deed of heroism will live 
as long as stories of the sea are read 
and deeds of prowess cited for the em 
ulation of others, 

Jan, 8, 1885, a little after midnight, 
and on the ocean nearing St. Helena, 
yee the good American ship Frank 

Thayer, commanded by Capt, Rob 
ari K, Clark. Soon after the midnight 
watch was changed the captain was 
roused from a sound sleep by hearing 
his name called ina tone of alarm 

Nearing that all was not well with 
his ship he hurried up the companion- 
way in his night clothes, As his head 
appeared above the companionway he 
received a number of stabs in the 
face, neck and head, but he managed 
to see that his assnilants were two Ma- 
nilla Indians, members of the crew. 

Ho fell to the floor beneath, where 
the Indians followed him and plunged 
their knives into his side, leaving him 
for dead, The carpenter, the lookout 
manand the mate were killed. The 
balance of the crew were locked in or 
terrified, andthe captain, his wife and 
daughter were left to the mercy of the 
infuriated Manilla Indians. 

The captain, faint from the loss of 
blood, “as assisted to the cabin by his 
wife. One of the lungs of the officer 
was protruding, The braye woman, 
with a nerve as firm as adamant and 
with a care as guarded as the skilled 
physician, forced the vital parts back, 
and sewed up. thn frightful wound, 
She then bandaged his face and head 
and set herself to the task of making 
their position safe by securing the 
windows to the cabin, arming her 
self and placing the wounded captain 
in a position to defend or assist in the 
defense of the cabin. 

The precaution was taken just in 
time, for, tiring elt the vigil they had 
kept about the captain’s cabin, they 
determined to finish him. But he and 
the inteepid woman at his side se 
led the mutineers, who had broken 
open the cabin window. 

What words can describe the cour 
age of this wife, who stood with flr 
hand by her husband's side, ready to 
do or die, hearing meanwhile the 
tread of the Indians thirsting for his 
blood,

Then game renewed heroism on the 
part of the wife, Tenderly the loved 
faptajn was placed into a boat, and 
Pee a Jong and tedious sail of 700 
miles they reached the jsland of Bt. 
Helena, haying been nine days adrift 
in a boat insufficiently provisioned, 
with a man almost cut to pieces. But 
the brave woman was tho master spirit 
of the ship wreek, and today she is 
pointed out as the brave wife of the 
equally brave Capt. Robert K. Clark.

A Prehistoric Cause, 

A discovery of extreme archmlogi- 
eal interest has been made upon the 
Barton section of the Manchester ship 
canal.

Prosecutions have 
driven some men out of the trade 
here, and the Police make it so un- 
comfortable for the ‘kitchen bars” and 
their keepers that the profits do not pay 
for the risks they run, and the number 
is decreasing.

The following is account of his 
conversion to teetotalism in a speech at 
Exeter Hall, London : 

“Thad onee no thought of alcohol 
except as food, T thought it warmed 
I thought it gave us strength. 1 
thought it enabled us to endure bodily 
and mental fatigue. T thought it cheer: 
ed the heart, and lifted up the mind in- 
to greater activity. But it so hapened 
that T was asked to study the action of 
alcohol along with a whole series of 
chemical bodies, and to investigate their 
bearing in relation to each other. And 
80 L took aleohol from the shelf in the 
laboratory, as T might any other drug 
or chemical, and Lasked it in the course 
ofexperiments, extending over a length- 
ened period, ‘What do you do?’ T ask- 
edit, ‘Do you warm the animal body 
when you are taken into it?’ ‘The re- 
ply came invaribly, ‘1 do not, except in 
a mere surface excitement.’ ‘Then I 
turn around to it in another direction 
and I ask it, ‘Do you give musenlar 
strength?’ [test it by the most rigid 
analysis and experiment T can adopt, 
and its reply is, ‘I give no more mus- 
cular strength.’ 

I turn its effect on the organs of the 
body and find, that while it expedites 
the heart’s action, it reduces tonicity ; 
and in the nervous system I find the 
sume reply; thatis to say, I find the 
nervous system more quickly worn out 
under the influence of this agent than 
if none were taken at all. Task it *Can 
you build up any of the tissues of the 
body? ‘The answer again in the nega- 
tive, ‘TP build nothing. If Tdo anything, 
[ add fatty matter to the body, but that 
is a destructive agent, piercing the tis- 
snes, destroying their powers and muak- 
ing them less active for their work.’ 
Next I turn around to the faets of ex- 
perience. TI think, *‘Wellas I have come 
to the above conclusion, I will experi- 
ment on myself.’ Ido so. T gave up 
that which T thought warmed and help- 
ed, and I declare, after considering the 
whole period in which T lad subjected 
inyself to this ordeal, I never did more 
varied work with equal faculty—with 
so much faculty; IT never did) work 
with such complete sense of freedom 
from anxiety and worry, as I have done 
during the period that T have abstained 
altogether. Let this fallacy, then, as to 
the necessity of moderate drinking be 
removed.”

In a majority of instances she has 
received no practical instruction what 
ever, Sheis scarcely able to put her 
clothes on, much less to make or re- 
pair them, She may be able to parse 
fa sentence, but too often she cannot 
write good Knglish, nor does she 
speak it. 

She can chatterin French so as to 
be understood by her teacher, but to a 
born Frenchman it would be about as 
intelligent as Choctaw, She probably 
knows an omelet from a steak, but 
has only the faintest idea of the pro 
cesses by which they are made, 

To her the world consists of books 
and good looking young men, and in 
the more or less distant future stands 
a knightly looking man in the shadow 
ofa vine clad cottage, surrounded by 
all the evidences of wealth and com- 
fort. 

Two years after the s. g. g. has re 
tired from the schoolroom French is a 
dead language to her, geometry a puz- 
zle and history a sealed book. 

What has she gained? 

If she really studied hard she has 
probably won a place in the ranks of 
the nervous host of women, a deep 
seated dyspepsia and an irritable tem- 
per. 

If she didn’t study hard she is prob- 
ably an expert coquette or a chatter- 
box. The four or five years that she 
spent in school were the years in 
which she was growing out of girl- 
hood into womanhood, and the years 
in which she should have been under 
the personal care of her mother, 

Common sense teaches us that girls 
should not be sent to college or sem- 
inary until afterthey are 16 years old, 
From 12 to 16 they should be subject 
to physical culture, and only incident- 
ally to mental culture. 

This view of the case is at variance 
with the modern idea on this subject, 
but Our head school men are slowly 
coming to it. Medical scientists and 
experts in physical culture condemn 


with 


the modern idea in unmeasured terms, 


They know that girls should not be 
put to hard study before they are 16, 
and they can give the best of reasons 
for it. 

Kven if no other reason could be 
given than that they are better able to 
comprehend their studies, it would be 
suflicient. Whatis the use of rushing 
a girl through a course of studies that 
is incomprehensible to her? It is an 
unnecessary waste of vital energy, for 
which she must suffer for the balance 
of her natural life, 

The healthiest, happiest and most 
useful women in the land today are 
not graduates of a seminary or high 
school. 

The best teachers and best scholars 
amoug our women are those who en 
tered upon their collegiate course after 
they had passed the verdant period 
known as sweet 16. Then they knew 
what they were doing, and why they 
were doing it. 

There is no doubt but the present 
system of educating young women is 
ihe cause of their imperfect physical 
development, ill health und general 
unfitness to become the wives of busi- 
ness men and mothers of a race of 
stalwart men and handsome women. 

This is gospel truth, 

The average young man stands the 
college ordeal better than his sister, 
because he indulges in more physical 
exercise and leadsa less unnatural life. 

If he is endowed with a reasonable 
amount of common he has a 
wofession in view and studies to fit 
flimealf for it, and in that direction at 
least he is permanently benelited 

His sister, however, has no profes- 
sion in view, and can see no purpose 
whatever in her education. And it is 
a fact that there is little in her whole 
seminary course that will be of the 
least practical use to her when she 
becomes mistress of a home and has 
the cares of a family thrown upon her.

BOSTON'S MYSTIC WATER 
SUPPLY, 

very little while the Boston Water 
Board, Mayor, Aldermen, and news- 
papers set up a howl over the murder- 
ous condition of the Mystic Pond water 
caused by the pollutions which have 
rise in and flow trom Woburn into that 
source for a portion of Boston’s supply 
of water. ‘Those esteemed parties are 
having one of their spells just now. 
During » week or more past Mayor 
Hart, members of the Water Board, 
City Solicitor, State Board of Health, 
and merey knows who all, have been 
trapesing back and forth between Dow's 
tunnery ubove Horn Pond and the 
pumping station on the Lower Mystic, 
with nostrils distended, mouths wide 
open, and eyes sticking out like puff- 
balls at the awful discoveries they have 
made, ‘These esteemed parties pretend 
they have found a state of things which 
calls with loud voice for an immediate 
and vigorous exhibition of ‘the strong 
arm of the law.’ And they threaten 
to bring it to bear—on just whose back 
they have not yet determined. 

We would not allude to this annual 
hue and cry over the condition of Horn 
Pond, Fowle’s Brook, Wedge Pond, 
Abajona, und Mystic Pond, but for the 
fact that some people couple the stories 
of these gentlemen with exaggerated 
reports 1 the prevelence of 
typhoid fever and become very much 
alarmed, ‘There are no grounds for fear. 
Now, supposing the Dow tannery was 
the source of ever so much pollution 
and it was all emptied into Horn Pond ; 
and suppose there were a dozen other 
tunneries equal in capacity to the Dow 
factory, and all emptied their refuse 
into Horn Pond; what then? why the 
purity of Woburn water supply would 
not be affected one iota. It would not 
be affected, first, because there would 
be too much pure water to the amount 
of refuse to allow it to become 
second, the water which Woburn 
is thoroughly filtered at the works ; and, 
thirdly, because the water that Woburn 
uses DOES NOT COME FROM Horn Ponp. 
So, the people of this city may rest 
easy on that score. If they want ad- 
ditional evidence of the exceptional

out in the morning, secure a big bag of 
game, and get back in’ time for a good 
dinner, for the enjoyment of which the 
sport had whetted the appetite to a keen 
edge. But the favorite tine for hunting | 
the birds was between late afternoon | 
and the soft summer twilight, 

Shooting prairie chickens was royal 
sport, and no man ever enjoyed it with 
more zest than Mr. Rodman. Bat with 
each succeeding season came a longer} 
tramp for the game. He was obliged to 
move his headquarters farther and farther 
west. Like the buffalo of the plains the 
grouse were rapidly leaving the prairies 
and narrow timber belts of Illinois, 
getting a longer way beyond civilization, 
and after a while our sportsman had to} 
eross the Mississippi to fill his bags.

At such times it vod 
to bringin the lamp of that blessed 
passage of Psalms xxx, 5: ** Weeping 
may endure for anight, but joy cometh 
in the morning.” ‘The original Hebrew 
is fur more forcible; it literally reads :

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Nursing Cases of Typhoid. 


In the treatment of typhoid feyer, 
Which las prevailed to an alarming ex- 
tent, more depends upon nursing than 
the medicines administered, as every 
intelligent physician and experienced 
nurse will testify. The following sen- 
sible suggestion which appeared ina 
Chicago daily we have clipped for the 
benefit of those who have had no ex- 
perience with typhoid fever : 

Having had the care of three mem- 
bers of my own family sick last sum- 
mer, with typhoid fever, and being 
aware of the great ignorance in most 
families of the nature of this disease 
and the peculiar care required by its 
victims, I venture to send a few sug- 
gestions to your columns, in hopes that 
they may be timely hints for at least 
some of those who are now suffering 
from the dreadful malady. 

We learn how insidiously this dis- 
ease may steal upon us, and we or our 
friends be held in its grasp ere we sus- 
pect its approach, It isa fever not 
easy to “break up,” and must have a 
shorter or longer ‘run.’ 

So when it is really come what shall 
be done? 

First of all, after the wise physician, 
we would say procure a well trained 
nurse. Some of our physicians will not 
tuke a case of this fever without one. 

But if one cannot be employed then 
put in practice the best rules of good 
nursing by keeping the patient quiet, 
entirely free from company, excitement, 
noise and disturbing influences of all 
kinds, and exempt from all exertions, 
even to lifting the head or turning the 
body alone, 

Give no food except a glass of milk 
every two or three hours, and lower 
the temperature as it rises by sponge 
baths under the blanket, consisting 
generally of alcohol aud water. 

There must be no wearying or flag- 
ging in the enforcement of these rules 
until the patient has been normal all 
day for a week and even then great 
caution must be used lest 
bodily exertion bring on fatal results. 

When it is betterand more generally 
understood that typhoid fever is prin- 
cipally and primarily a condition of ul- 
ceration of the thin tissues of the in- 
testines, and that any but the softest 
foods or the gentlest movements of the 
body may produce perforation, which 
is sure death, or how easily other dan- 
erous results such «as hemorrhages or

will find their patients and those in 
charge of them more strictly obedient 
to their injunctions, and in our homes, 
as in our hospitals, it will be the rare 
exception where the sufferer does not 
recover.

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How Passover Bread Is Made. 


Jewish 
is dove 


In the preparation of the 
passover bread the kneading 
in the ordinary way. Pure gunpowder 
water is the ovly component added. 
The time for the dough to be baked is 
reduced to the minimum. It is broken 
into flut cakes, and then run between 
rollers into very thin sheets. Over these 
workmen roll a pronged steel to perfor- 
ate the dough, so that air holes may be 
seen in baked cukes. A steel hoop cuts 


| the dough into round, flatsheets, which 


are then ready for the oven. The baker 
then stands with a paddle attached to a 
very long handle. With the aid ofa 
boy he thrusts the cakes into the brick 
department, and in half a minute pulls 
them out ready for use. A matzath 
cake is round, about four feet in diam- 
eter, somewhat browned, and having 
slight air hole projections on its surface. 
They have a rather pleasant taste, not 
unlike that of crackers, and make a 
good substitute for bread. In some 
places there is a demand throughout the 
entire year for the unleavened cakes by 
dyspeptics. About eight cakes weigh a 
pound, which in large quantities sel] at 
eight cents. ‘The cakes are very brittle, 
aud their pieces are ground up into fine 
meal. This is the substitute for wheat 
flour in the household during the pass- 
over.—The Millstone.

Sending a Map by Telegraph. 

The fac-simile telegraph, by which 
manuscript, maps or pictures may be 
transmitted, is a species of the auto- 
matic method in which the receiver is 
actuated synchronously with its trans- 
mitter. By Lenoir’s method a picture 
or map is outlined with insulating ink 
upon the cylindrical surface of a rota- 
ting drum, which reyolves under a 
point having a slow movement along 
the axis of the cylinder, and thus the 
conducting point goes over the cylin- 
drical surface in a spiral path. The 
electrical circuit will be broken by 
every ink mark on the cylinder whieh 
is in this path, and thereby  corre- 
sponding marks are made in a spiral 
line by an ink marker upon a drum 
at the receiving end, To produce these 
outlines it is only necessary that the 
two drums be rotated in unison, This 
system is of little utility, there being 
no apparent demand for fac-simile 
transmission, particularly at so great 
an expense of speed, for it will be seen 
that instead of making a character of 
the alphabet by a very few separate 
yulses, as is done by Morse, the num- 
er inust be greatly increased, Many 
dots become necessary to show the 
outlines of the more complex char 
acters, 

The pantelegraph is an interesting 
type of the fac-simile method, In this 
form the moyements of a pen in the 
writer's hand produce corresponding 
movements of a pen at the distant sta- 
tion, and thereby a fac-simile record.

“Tivery bullet has its billet,” says 
the old soldier, when counseling the 
reeruit to take comfort in the merci fal 
chances or war, Tho ways of bullets, 
when they seem actually to have re- 
ceived commission to strike, are often 
very eccentric and whimsical, An 
army surgeon who was in the habit of 
carrying in his breast pocket a little 
sketch book, says that he has cause to 
owe it a special debt of gratitude. 

The book itself is ready to tell us 
why, for it is pierced through three 
parts of its thickness with two dis- 
tinct bullet holes. About fifteen or 
twenty sketches were thus sacrificed, 
but the doctor's life bad, at the same 
time been saved, 

The life of a war correspondent of 
The London Telegraph was also saved 
by such a shield, A curious fact con- 
nected with this experience was that 
the bullet had revolved in its course, 
after reaching the notebook, so that 
its track was a circular one, 

Several cases of the eccentricities of 
bullets have been given by Irving 
Montagu in ‘Wanderings of a War 
Artist.” He declares that he has known 
bullets to flatten round a bone, as if 
the bone, having been broken, was 
now joined together by the pliant lead, 
In another case, the bullet went six 
times in and outof a skirmisher’s body 
without doing him any serious harm, 
Wnceling as he fired, the ball had first 
passed in and out of one arm, had tra- 
versed the ribs, entering one side and 
making its exit at the other, and fin- 
ished its erratic course by entering and 
finally taking its departure from the 
other arm of that curiously perforated 
soldier, 

A bullet has been fired through 
thick plate glass, and, hitting against 
a wall flew into particles which be- 
spattered a man’s face without serious- 
ly injuring him, 

A counter instance, however, is 
that of a spent cannon ball, which 
went dancing like a plaything toward 
alittle child. In impulsive playful- 
ness, she ran to catch it, and was 
crushed to death by its fall.—Youth’s 
Companion.

| How Glucose Is Made, 


be best understood by following the 
corn from the time it enters the factory 
until it runs out at a spigot, a clear, 
odorless liquid. The shelled corn is 
first sonked for several days in water, 
to soften the hull and prepair it for the 
cracking process. The softened corn 
is conyeyed by elevators to one of the 


highest stories of the faetory, and 
shoveled into large hoppers, from 


Which it passes into mills that merely 


erack the grains without reducing 
them at once to a fine meal. The 


cracked grain is then conducted to a 
large tank filled with rinsing water. 
The hulls of the corn float at the top of 
the water, the germs sink to the bot- 
tom, and the portions of the grain 
containing the starch, becoming grad- 
ually reduced to flour by friction, are 
held in solution in the water. By an 
ingenious process both the hulls and 
the germs are removed, and the flour 
part held) in 
nothing but starch and @luten, 

This liquid is then made to flow 
over a series of tables, representing 
several in and the differ- 
ence in the specific gravity of the two 
substances causes the gluten and the 
sturch to seperate withont the use of 
chemicals. The vluten is of a golden 
yellow color, aud the stareh 
}white. By the time gluten has been 
completely eliminated the starch 
sumes a plastic form, and is collected 
from the seperating tables by wheel- 
barrowfuls and taken a drying 
room, Where it is prepared as the 
starch of commerce, or is pliced ina 
chemical apparatus to be converted 
into glucose.—American Analyst.

Good Form tn Lawn Tennta 

Form is the stylein which the play 
er moves, carries himself, and makes 
the strokes. Good form, I should ex- 
plain, is not grace; itis making the 
stroke in such a way as to produce 
the greatest effect with the least fric- 
tion. In making astroke both feet 
seldom remain on the ground, and 
any violent effort will destroy the bal- 
ance of the body, and thus make the 
stroke more uncertain and the recoy- 
ery slower and more diffieult. This 
preservation of the balance, to me,seems 
the most important advantage of good 
form, but you place yourself at such 
a disadvantage in the recovery that 
you must injure your chances for the 
next stroke, 

It seems clear, then, that good form 
is worth having, that it can do no 
harm and may do much good; but 
how is it to be avquired? By watch 
ing the best players, if possible, and 
studying out the position of the feet 
and body in making the different 
strokes. Also by the direct teaching 
of some player who has a good style 
himself, or at least knows thoroughly 
What it consists in, “But,” it has of 
ten been said to me, ‘we live where 
there are no good players; we see no 
good play; we have to trust to books 
for instruction, and books cannot tell 
how a player looks when he makes a 
stroke.” 

All this is true, and I could think of 
no answer to it until the idea occurred 
to me that a number of instantaneous 
yhotographs of the best players might 
be taken, so that the exact position of 
the feet and hands might be decided. 
A strong reason for photographing 
the stroke is to be sure that you, know 
how itis made, I remember well that 
1 used always to ei that in the 
overhand service the racket should go

Board of Trade. 


At the recent meeting held by the 
Board the following resolution, which 
explains itself, was unanimously adopted: 

Resolved, ‘That the Woburn Board of 
Trade, ever mindful of that which con- 
seryes the interests of the people, or 
adds to the growth and prosperity of the 
City of Woburn, having heard of the 
onerous demands made by the railroad 
Corporations upon the most important 
branch of industry established in the 
city heartily sympathises and would if 
possible co-operate with the special Com- 
mittee representing the Leather Manu- 
facturers of the State and “the Com- 
mittee on Transportation” in their con- 
sideration and action upon the question 
of “demurrage charges” for ‘delays in 
the unloading of bark,” as set forth in a 


circular issued by the Management of 
the Boston & Maine, Fitehburg, New 
York & New England, and Boston & 


Albany Railroad Companies. 

At the request of the Board President 
Buchanan furnished his address delivered 
at the autumn opening of the Rooms for 
publication in Tne Wonurn JOURNAL, 
although he protested that it was not 
prepared with a view to being put in 
print. It contams good points and will 
aoubtless be perused with interest by 
the public. 


PRESIDENT BUCHANAN’S ADDRESS, 


After a brief vacation we resume and 
propose to continue our monthly meet- 
ings of the Woburn Board of Trade and 
Iam glad to see so many present. A 
full attendance should characterize the 
meetings of the Board, to hear what 
practical business men have to say on 
matters of importance to the city’s 
welfare. It seems to me that all bus 
ness men having the interests of the city 
at heart should feel it incumbant upon 
them to be present (if not as participants) 


at all of the regular meetings. Lt would 
give encouragement to those who are 
ready and willing to discuss and act 


on subjects calculated to further the 
interests of all the inhabitants of the city, 
Some men speak lightly of the achiey 


monts of the Board of Trade. To such 
I would say: as a Board of Trade we 
have no interests other than those in 


common with all the people of our city. 
One aim, among others, of ours is to 
encourage and protect from unjust dis- 
criminations by the R.K. Corporations 
in the way of rates of freight and all 
other arbitrary rules that may be im- 
posed upon the business already es- 
tablished and carried on successfully for 
60 many years in Woburn: to encourage 
the introduction of other new and varied 
industries to our city: to aid them in 
every way possible by words and deeds 
that they may feel that they are coming 
into a community that takes an interest 
in the success of their business. 

There are seasons when it appears that 
an organization of this kind has little or 
nothing to do, but that is no reason why 
we should abandon it. It costs but little 
to maintain it, and then, gentlemen, 
you have an organization that 
called together immediately in case: 
emergency when rapid and decided 
action is demanded for the benetit of 
the city, I tell you, gentlemen, this 
Board of Trade, however small and in- 
signiticant it may appear to some of the 
old fogies and their following (whom I 
do not hesitate to term obstructionists), 
the “Baby City’ of Woburn cannot 
afford to be witout a Board of ‘Irade. 

Do you say there is no need of such 
cases of emergency to occur? For answer 
I would call your attention to one subjeet 
that will be of great interest to the 
inhabitants of the city: within the next 
three years we are to have a system of 
sewers put through our streets the build- 


ing of which is coutroled wholly by a 
foreign corporation, Woburn has not 
one word to say in the matter only to 


pay her proportion of the expense, save 
what she nay be able to do through her 
Board of Health: and here let me say, it 
stands us in hand to elect a full Board of 
Health composed of capable and fearless 
men. We all feel the need of a system 
of drainage for our city and a large 
majority of its inhabitants are ready to 
accept almost anything in the shape of 
sewerage that is presented, provided it 
is not too expensive; or at least we shall 
be ready if we are compelled to read 
(without digesting) a few more such 
sensational reports as published in the 
Boston papers of a visit of Mayor Hart 
and a committee of gentlemen from that 
city. Evidently for some reason or othe: 
it was intended to give as high a colour 
as possitve in that report, Why, it says 
the drdinage running down the brook 
into the pond was nearly as black as 
ink! a terrible: vate of things, and rather 
disgusting to th. good people who obtain 
their water supply from Mystie pond! 
But does not the writer of ‘that report 
know that the black, inky liquid that he 
takes great pains to place most promi- 
nently before the public is composed of 
lampblack, copperas, and acid, three of 
the greatest disentectants known? so 
that the more inky and black the waters 
appear the less impurities they contain ? 

After these new sewers are constructed, 
running for miles under ground with 
little ov no ventilation, remaining con- 
tinually without exposure to the sun or 
atmosphere (which by the way are both 
good purifiers), can it be helped but these 
sewers will contain more or less of sewer 
gas—a deadly poison to all who inhale 
it. Yet we shall all be compelled by 
law to enter this sewer for the drainage 
of avery description, Why, gentlemen, 
I would sooner take a typhoid patient 
into my family than to have a waste pipe 
enter that sewer from a wash bow! in 
mine or any of iny family’s sleeping 
apartments, and a body of men who will 
ass & law compelling me to do it should 
pe indicted for manslaughter. 

I thank you, gentlemen, for your atten- 
tion aud should my humble and common- 
place remarks induce any of you to 
study, think of, and act on this bubject 
for yourselves I shall feel highly com- 
pensated,

Woburn Water. 
Woxurn, Mass., Sept. 19.—The recent 


investigation in Woburn and vicinity, by 
Mayor Hart and the water board of Bos- 
ton, with a view of seeking a remedy for 
the impurity of the Mystic water, “and 
the published stories regarding the condi- 
tion of Horn Pond, a beautiful sheet of 
water in this city, has been of much in- 
terest to the people here and considerably 
discussed, 
Whatever may be the condition 
Horn Pond today, there has been a 
riod when it must have been worse, 
two large tanneries at the “west side,’’ 
Ward 7, John Cummings & Co. and C, 
J. Bishop & Co., are now idle, but when 
they were in operation, Fowle'’s brook, 
which flows into Horn Pond, was badly 
polluted by the refuse of these places. 
Today that stream is as pure as a brook 
can possibly be. A few years ago the 
city of Boston constructed a sewer 
throughWoburn and Winchester, to take 
the refuse from 10 or 15 factories 


of 


Ps 


and it is in successful operation, 
brook, which it relieved, is now fairl 
clear, considering that it rans through 
the thickly settled part of the city, Be- 
fore the sewer was built it was foul 
enough. Woburn is receiving more blaine 
than the facts warrant, and, unless some- 
thing is said to the contrary, the city is 
liable to suffer in its progréss, which is 
now rapid. Although Woburn stands the

brunt of all this, she supplies but a 
small proportion of the tannery refuse 
alluded to. The large Dow tannery is 


most favorably situated for draining into 
Horn Pond, but the flrm have in recent 
years made efforts to keep it at the 
minimum and it is safe to say unusual 
efforts will be made by the Dows to 
stop any pollution of the pond. ‘There 
are few houses near Horn Pond and they 
are all provided against draining into 
the pond. The brook which enters Horn 
Pond at Dow's tannery comes from what 
is known as the town meadow, right in| 
the heart of the city, and starts from a 
spring. 

Much has been said in this connection 
about Woburn’s water, and it is alluded 
to as coming from Horn Pond and filtered, 
The water does not come from the pond, | 
neither did the commissioners who built | 
the works arrange for filtration. Work 
was commenced in 1872, and it was the 
mtention to take water trom the pond, 
When excavating for the conduit line, 
from the pond to the house, a volume 
of water was encountered coming from 
the land side. Pumps were put to work 
to keep it down so men could work, and 
if Was not until three pumps, drawing 
10,000,000 gallons a day, working day and 
night that work could be resumed, and 
even then the water could not be kept 
Within 18 inches of the bottom of the 
bottom of the trench. The pit was ex- 
posed all winter, and while the pond 
was frozen two feet the pit showed ho 


sign of ice, 

Although a conduit was made to the 
yond to use in case of an emergeney, it 
las never been used as the supply from 


the gallery, which is 82 feet long and 12 
feet wide, was always sullicient even in 
the hottest weather.
